Strontium-90, can be removed 
from milk on a large-scale com- 
mercial basis, F. Donald Bloss, 
associate professor of geology 
at Southern Illinois University, 
said here yesterday.

Bloss has devised a method 
under which 60 per cent of the 
strontium-90 can be removed 
from milk samples without less- 
the calcium content. 
He explained that his method 
differs from others in that he 
uses samples containing the 
amount of strontium-90 actually 
found in commercial milk.’ 
Other researchers have used 
“spiked”’ samples, Bloss said. 
“That is, they either introduce 
large quantities of strontium-90 
directly into the milk or they 
feed the cows products which 
contain unnaturally large quan- 
ties 


“In both cases, the milk used 


are no further weapons 
Bloss explained. . 
“We need to be ready in case

DSPUTED UNION 
LEADER RESIGNS 
POST AT FESTUS 


Joseph Ogletree, controversial 
business agent of Carpenters’ 
Local 2214 at Festus, has re- 
signed, the Post-Dispatch Jearned 
toda 


y. 
Ogletree was the central fig- 
ure in a union dispute which 
came to a head last March. He 
was kept in office by the Car- 
penters District Council after the 
rank-and-file local membership 
overwhelmingly defeated him in 
an election. 

Erwin C. Meinert, secretary- 
treasurer of the district council, 
said Ogletree resigned because 
of ill health. He declined to. say 
who had been appointed by the 
council to fill the jou. 

Several charges, including 
dereliction of duty, were made 
against Ogletree last spring by 
a faction in the Festus local. 
Leaders of the faction sought 
a union trial of Ogletree but 
found themselves on trial in- 
stead. 

One of those tried by the dis- 
trict council was Otto Pauls of 
Farmington, who had defeated 
Ogletree in the election by a vote 
of 53 to 18. 

Pauls was fined $50, barred 
from attending union meetings 
for five years and was barred 
from holding union office for 10 
years. 

Similar punishment was meted 
out to Don Wideman of Festus, 
president of the local; Homer 
Peterson, Festus, financial sec- 
retary; Fred Pummel, Pevely; 
Ray Randolph, Herculaneum; 
Davis Fite, Festus, and Cecil 
Raby, Fiat River. 

A spokesman for the group 
| which originally sought Ogle- 
tree’s ouster told the Post- 
Dispatch today that the anti- 
Ogletree faction has been unable 
to learn what is going on in the

It Got Without ICC Approval |" 


The Frisco Railroad agreed 
yesterday to divest itself of con- 
trolling stock in the Central of 
Georgia Railway. 

The Frisco: acquired the stock 
contro] without the permission of 
the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, 

Subsequently, the ICC issued 
an order directing the Frisco to 
divest itself of control of the 
Central of Georgia stock, which 
had been acquired with an in- 
vestment of more than $20,- 
500,000. 

The Frisco at first agreed but 
later filed a court petition ask- 
ing that the ICC be required to 
reconsider its decision. 

In an unusual action yester- 
day, attorneys for the Frisco 
requested a three-judge United 
States District Court to dismiss

The divestiture of control will 
be accomplished by placing the 
stock in a voting trust with a 
corporate trustee, James L.

The Atomic Energy Commission appears in 
a remarkable rush to get going on nuclear 
civil engineering projects for which there is 
neither industrial or commercial support nor 


In _ its.Project. Plowshare, it proposes; to 
blast out a harbor in a remote area of north- 
western Alaska, to attempt to generate elec- 
tric power and produce radioactive isotopes 
in the salt beds of: tn New Mexico, and 
to try to extract oil from shale beds in north- 
western Colorado at a cost competitive with 
petroleum. 4 

These projects are not advanced as mere 
tests of what nucléar engineering can do. 
They are economically justified only if they 
can be put to practical use. Co has al- 

,Feady appropriated more than $10,000,000 for 
Project Plowshare. Still more millions will 
be required actually to carry out projects. 
The AEC proposes jo proceed with them on a

Unquestionably nuclear fission and fusion 
should be made to serve the utmost peace- 
time good.

The facts would seem to suggest a negative 
answer to both questions. AEC Chairman 
John A. McCone admits there is not a single 
customer in prospect for the Alaskan harbor.

Mexico: and that his appeal to 70 oil and 
chemical firms to share the $2,600,000 ex- 
pense has elicited mo response whatever, 
while the New Mexico potash industry has 
protested on grounds that nearby reserves of 
potash ore might be damaged. The oil shale 
project in Colorado also is being opposed as 
impractical by the Colorado Mining Associa- 
tion and the Oil Shale Development Committee. 

Senators Chavez of New Mexico and Allott 
of Colorado have called some of the projects 
“pipe dreams” and the House Appropriations 
Committee recently questioned the “urgency 
of making a crash program” out of Plowshare 
on the basis of the ideas presented to the 
committee. 

What is behind all this? Before now the 
way in which Plowshare has been promoted 
has given rise to the suspicion that it is being 
used to scuttle a nuclear test suspension 
agreement. Dr. Willard F. Libby, until re- 
cently a member of ‘the AEC, is the author 
of Project Plowshare; he was also the AEC’s 
official apologist for radioactive fallout and 
a tireless opponent of suspending nuclear 
tests. 

When Mr. McCone became chairman of 
AEC, he waited three and a half months to 
hold his first press conference and then, two 
days before the opening of the Geneva con- 
ference on nuclear test suspension, announced 
the Alaska harbor project. Whatever his in- 
tention, the effect was to suggest to the pub- 
lic that suspending nuclear tests would stand 
in the way of useful peacetime engineering 
works. 

If one of the Plowshare projects should be 
blasted off before the conclusion of the 
Geneva talks, furthermore, it could not but 
exert an obstructing effect on the outcome 
of those talks. 

Let us have nuclear engineering projects if 
they are economically justified, if they do not 
pollute the atmosphere, and if they do not 
hamper efforts to. bring «something ‘nearer 
peace to a troubled world. As for the projects 
so far proposed in the Plowshare series, we 
think they deserve hardheaded reappraisal.

Additional $219,136 Made 
Available to Universities, 
Colleges Here.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 16 — St. 
Louis colleges and universities 
have been allotted an additional 
$219,136 in federal funds for 


loans to students under the De- 
fense Education Act, the Office 
of Education announced today. 

The institutions must con- 
tribute $1 of their own for every 
$9 received from the Govern- 
ment. A loan of up to $1000 a 
year may be granted to a 
student. 

Interest is not charged until a 
year after graduation. Then the 
notes bear 3 per cent until re- 
paid. 

Allotments to the St. Louis 
schools were made from $30,000,- 
000 appropriated for the loan 
program for the 1960 fiscal year. 
This money distributed to 1184 
institutions in all 50 states, the 
District of Columbia and Puerto 

A total of $41,000,000 had been 
applied for. The requests were 
cut to $34,500,000. 

Should all of the reduced 
amount actually be needed, Sec- 
retary Arthur S. Flemming of 
the Department of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare has said he 
“will consider submitting a re- 
quest for a supplemental appro- 
priation at the beginning of the 
next session of Congress.” 

Amounts granted to St. Louis 
institutions are: St. Louis Uni- 
versity, $124,216; Washington 
University, $65,394; Harris 
Teachers College, $16,277; Web- 
ster College, $6229; Maryville 
College, $3632, and St. Louis In- 
stitute of Music, $2988.

He Built the Hamburger 


Into a Big Business 


- By Hal Boyle 


NEW YORK, Sept. 16 (AP). 
AMERICA HAS GONE MAD 
over pizza, but in less than five 
years Ray Kroc has built up a 
$25,000,000-a-year business in an 
older United States food favorite 
—the hamburger. . 

“I put the hamburger on the 
assembly line,” said Kroc, 56- 
year-old president of the McDon- 
ald System, Inc., which now sells 
100;000,000 15-cent hamburgers a 
year. 

Kroc quit high school at 15 
after a losing bout with algebra. 
At 16 he and Walt Disney were 
driving Red Cross ambulances. 
. After the end of the first World 
War, Ray played piano in jazz 
bands, became musical director 
of a Chicago radio station in 
1924. 

‘ “I remember hiring one team 


night,” he recalled. ‘Later they 
did somewhat better as Amos 
‘and Andy.” 


For 17 years Kroc served as 
a sales manager for a paper cup 
firm, then became world dis- 
tributor for a soda fountain 
multimix machine. 


In 1954 Mack and Dick Me- 


Kroc launched only one new 
drive-in patio in 1955, which took 
in $158,000. Now the chain con- 
sists of 125 drive-ins, with 60 
more ‘under construction in 25 
states, and will gross an esti- 
mated $25,000,000 in 1959. 

“Our goal is 1000 patios by 
1965, and maybe we'll set our 
sights higher then,”’ he said. 


The system operates on a 
franchise basis. Kroc’s organiza- 
tion picks the site, leases the 
building and provides the know- 
how for 2.2 per cent of the gross. 
Each drive-in represents an in- 
vestment of about $125,000 of 
which the individual operator 
puts up $29,000. 

The drive-ins limit themselves 
to a 10-item low cost menu (ham- 
burgers 15 cents, milk shakes 20 
cents, French fries and soft 
drinks a dime) to speed service. 
Mass buying also cuts expenses. 
Customers can’t eat on the prem- 
ises. So there’s no dishwashing. 

Kroc doesn’t L lieve sex and 
hamburgers mix. 

“We don’t allow juke boxes, 
cigarette machines or phone 
booths—and we don’t hire female 
help,” he said. 

‘In picking a site we count the 
churches and schools in the area, 
rather than the traffic. We ap- 
peal to a family trade, not tran- 
sients. We want to become a real 
part of the community.” 


Who runs these glorified 
moral hamburger stands? 
Eighty per cent never had any 
restaurant experience. Among 
the operators are retired doc- 
tors, dentists and Navy com- 
manders, a former linotype 
operator, a former  school- 
teacher. They take an intensive 
two-week business indectrina- 
tion by Kroc and his aids, 
then are handed the keys. 


Unlimited yet by law of di- 
minishing returns, Kroc says his 
spectacularly successful hamber- 
ger emporiums average a net of 
$40,000 on an annual gross of 
$200,000 (average customer’s 
check: 66 cents)—and not one 
has failed. 

“‘We don’t see how one could,”’ 
he said crisply. ‘‘In any case, we 
wouldn’t let it. We’d move in and 
take over.” 

What about the current pizza 
craze? Kroc isn’t interested. 

“The secret lies in sticking to 
one thing—and doing it best,” he 


said. e

The danger of a deer season 
in Peck Ranch Refuge seemed 
to some of us that the turkeys 
would be badly disturbed and 
even disbursed widely into the 
surrounding countryside which, 
‘because of the livestock load it 
carries, can hardly be called 
good turkey environment. But 
with the increasing food supply 
in Peck Ranch, the deer herd 
has grown even faster than the 
turkey flock. And as Dunbar 
Robb, Conservation Commission 
biologist, explained it, the prob- 
lem is to harvest enough deer 
out of the area so they do not 
constitute a threat to the turkey 
population. There’s no doubt 
some turkeys will be scattered, 
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but this may serve more than 
anything else to increase the 
range of the big birds. More- 
over, if a fair deer harvest is 
taken, the refuge can again be 
closed to hunting for a period 
of years.

Turkey food grows in the open- 
ings created by the cutting of 
trees and if no fires come to de- 


season, the hens bring off big 
broods and raise them.
